A MAN OF NERVE. 


THE HORRIBLE ACCIDENT TO A PASSENGER or 
A GRIP-CAR.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept., 4.—O. H. Simons, 
American consul at Hong Kong, arrived in 
this city by the steamer Galecia yesterday. 
Mr. Simons stated that nothing in the shape 
of a war scare existed in either Hong Kong oF 
Yokohoma when he left, ‘‘Ihadatalk with 
Admiral Belknap’’ said Mr. Simons,’’ and I 
understood from him that the placing of the 
Charleston on an astatie station was due to 
the urgent letters and telegrams he had for- 
warded to Washington to have a respectahile 
looking flagship sent out as soon as possible. 
The only warships we have here are the 
Monocacy, the Palos and the Alliance, and 
our Asiatic fleet suffers in comparison 
with those of other nations. I gathered from 
the Admiral that the presence of the Charies- 
ton was desired more to add eclat to our 
fleet than for anything else just at present. 

In speaking of the spirit of rebellion which 
pervades the Chinese hordes, Mr. Simons 
said: Some eminent writers, and amongst 
them Mr. Drummond of Hong Kong, see in 
the disaffection a deep rooted antipathy fom 
the Manchulian dynasty, rather than a de- 
sire to clash with the missionaries or any 
other class of foreigners. In order to hasten 
the end in view, it is quite possible that the 
rebels may embroll themselves with workers 
in the cause of Christianity, but the under-. 
lying motive is assuredly to bring about a 
general revolution in the hope that the tar- 
tar rulers may be deposed and the Chinese 
themselves hold sway once more,

The country produce firm of Hall Bros., 
Hall & Collins or the Han Commission Co., as 
it was generally known, is missing from the 
place of business where it held forth for 
about three weeks at No. 1250 North Third 
Street. 

Tue last seen of the firm. was on Sunday 
last, when one of its members sold out for 
cash all the produce then on hand and 
left the keys of the establishment ip @ 


‘ who showed up for the little Sab trans- 
action in eggs and chickers, and r store 
is still locked up. All it contains is a safe and 

atype-writer, which are believed to have 
‘been bought on the installment plan. The 
‘ sudden disappearance of Hall Bros. has 
caused considerable comment and specuia- 
tion among the other commission firms of 
North Third street. 

According to stories on North Third street, 
the firm has been doing business on the sup- 
posably disastrous plan of — mong | to pay 
' high prices to the country shippers, and then 
‘ gelling the produce shipped on such repre- 
sentation at a price below its actual market 
’ quotations. In consequence of this state of 
affairs developments in the case of Hall 
Bros. are now being anxiously awaited. 

THEIR METHOD OF BUSINESS, 

The missing firm began tts career on North 
Third street just a little over three weeks ago 
under the name of Hall Bros., as it appeared 
on their billheads and dray tickets. But 
there was no sign of any description above 
the door of 1280 North Third street. The 
store was rented fromthe Hammett-Ander- 
son-Wade Real Estate Co., which demanded 
and obtained rent paid in advance to Sept. 
1. The two members of the ftirm 
were both young men, and stated to 
the neighboring merchants that they came 
from the East. The only employe which the 
firm boasted was a young lady typewriter, to 
whom, it is learned, they paid the temporiz- 
ing salary of $1 per day, and who seems to 
have earned every cent of it for the time the 
firm lasted. Immediately upon starting in 
business Hall Bros. began to food the coun- 
try with the type-written circulars addressed 
to country shippers and soliciting shipments. 
For several days the young lady typewriter 
was the only one on the premises who did any 
work, but she did enough for all three. 
After the first few days, however, shipments 
began to pour in on the new firm il the 
older merchants marveled at their extent. 
As fast as the shipments, principally of eggs 
and chickens, were received by express, they 
would be sold by Hall Bros, to some of the 
neighboring firms, always for cash and 
nlways below the market] price. Their 
chickens averaged, it is said, 8 cents a pound 

under the regular quotations on the street, 
and their eggs were disposed of at 
from 2 to ( cents per dozen lower 
than other merchants would sell for. 
In the meantime, it is said, the circulars 
sent out by Hall Bros. quoted eggs and chick- 
ens above the market prices, and made di- 
rect offers to country shippers, good for one 
week, based on those figures. In view of the 
rapid fluctuations of the produce market, 
and of the fact that Hall Bros. were steadily 
selling the shipments received at prices 
below market quotations, there was consid- 
erable conjecture as to where the money 
could come in for them out of such a busi- 
ness. But Hall Bros. themselves explained 
that problem by the very plausible 
statement that they were doing business that 
way at the start for the purpose of advertis- 
ing themselves and of building up a trade. 
They were willing and able to lose money at 
the beginning, they said, provided they could 
attract shipments by so dotng. 

A CLOSED CAREER, 

About Friday of last week there camea 
shipment of eggs te Hall Bros. The country 
shipper, in shipping, had adopted a plan 
common in business circles, to secure 
the payment of his draft drawn 
against the shipment, and based 
on prices offered by Hall Bros. 
The eggs were shipped to ‘‘shipper’s order, 
and the bill-of-lading reading to that effect 
was attached to the draft. The draft was 
presented to Hall Bros. through the Laclede 
Bank of this city, and payment was refused. 
The express company, of course, would not 
then deliver the eggs to Hall Bros., and on 
the order from the shipper they were turned 
overtothe Main street firm of F. C. Taylor 
& Co. 

Last Sunday morning one of the firm of Hall 
Bros. was at their place of business. He had 
just got In some fresh shipments of chickens 
and eggs, and to his neighbors, Grocers J. J. 
Dowling of 1242 North Third street and B. 
Waltering of 1254 North Third street, he sold 
out those shipments. Eggs were then worth 
15% cents per dozen, and he sold them at 12% 
cents. Chickens were quoted at 11% cents, 
and he sold themat®9 cents. On both sales 
he collected the cash and put ‘it in his 
pocket, then locking up his store he gave the 
key to Mr. Waltering, saying that his partner 
would get in Monday morning. 

That is the last that has been seen of Hall 
Bros. at their place of business. The mercan. 
tile agencies have been the recipients of 
numerous inquiries from the country regard 
ing the firm, and are now investigating the 
apparent mystery of the sudden disappear. 
ance of Hall Bros, Interesting developments 
may result from the investigation.

Pennington Says That the Mythical As- 
cension Injured It. 


IT WILL NOT FLY, THEREFORE, FOR 


SEVERAL DATA 


The Inventor Becomes Hard Up and 
Gives St. Louis Men a Mortgage on 
Property He Says Is Worth $100,000 
to Secure a Loan of $5,000—More Ab- 
surdities of the Aerial Humbug. 


Mr. Pennington has found another excuse 
for not making him promised flight in the 
airship out at the Fair Grounds. The excuse 
is that the machine was so badly hurt by the 
ascension Saturday night that it will take 
several days to repair it. The grotesqueness 
of the explanation lies in the fact that the 
ascension which so seriously damaged the 
aerial creature is that mysterious 
one which was seen by only 
the showman and his confidential employes, 
and was made, according to their stories, at 
several hours of the night and in a number of 
widely differing ways. Nevertheless, Pen- 
nington is standing pat on that story to-day, 
and he and his trusty employes are seen pot- 
tering about the aluminum chamber 
of the canvas, surrounded by the 
whole array of cheap machinery, 
and white and blue carboys and 
other things laid around the tent in artistic 
confusion to impress the ignorant visitor. 
PENNINGTON'’S BORROWED MONET. 

Possibly no one would have heard of Pen- 
nington’s last tale of woe, and everybody 
would have gone on believing that the air 
ship was not soaring simply because Pen- 
nington didn’t know how to make it fiy, but 
fora visit made to the Fair Grounds 
this morning by Mr. W. H. Wood- 
ward, President of the Woodward 
& Tiernan Printing Co., on Third street. Mr. 
Woodward was interested in a mortgage 
which was filed yesterday inthe officeof Re- 
corder Hobbs. The mortgage was from the 
Mt. Carmel Aeronautic Navigation Co. to W. 
J. Abbott, as trustee, to secure the payment 
of a note for $5,500. It covers all the airship 
property, as follows: 

One large air ship. 

One small air ship. 

One aluminum engine. 

One large tent. 

One small tent. 

One electric motor. 

One gas engine. 

One steam engine and boiler. 

One lot electric wire. 

One lot carboys. 

One gas generating outfit. 

One lot of tools. 

And further the mortgage includes ‘‘each 
and every article, thing or material used or 
intended to be used by said company in the 
construction or operation of said airships 
belonging to said company and located in and 
upon the Fair Grounds.’’ 

THE SCHEME EXPLODED. 

Pennington was interviewed by a reporter 
and said the mortgage was to draw a loan 
that had been made to him through Mr. 
Woodward. That gentleman had not intend- 
ed to take any such steps to secure his debt 
until the Post-Dispaton related the facts 
about the alleged ascension. 

Then Mr. Woodward became alarmed,’’ 
said he, and asked for security, which we 
ga ve him. lam surprised that any newspa- 
per should attempt to obstruct a purely 
scientific enterprise. The airship at the 
Fair Grounds is being constructed by my 
company alone. TheFair Grounds peoplema ve 
not contributed i cent toward it, nor do we 
expect 1 cent for its exhibition, because no ad- 
mission fee to see it will be charged. It is a 
purely scientific venture, of the ultimate suc- 
cess of which there can be no doubt. 

Mr. Pennington added thet his company 
had expended over $100,000 in making the 
matter a success. 

HOW THE LOAN WAS MADB. 

Mr. Woodward has made a number of trips 
tothe Fair Grounds since Pennington put 
up his tents and began blowing his trumpet. 
He became interested in the inventor 
during a trip to COhicago, where he 
saw the toy model flying around. Mr. wood 
ward is devoted to the interests of St. 
Louls and he is wealthy. He 
thought it would add to the 
crowds as that would come to the city this fal] 
It he could get the airship to fly about the 
Fair Grounds. He talked with Penning 
ton, and that gentleman, represented 
to him he could make a dig y- 
ing machine that would carry several 
people and promised to do it it he was ad- 
vanced the money needed for expenses. Mr. 
Woodward believed him and Pennington got 
the money. 

MR. WOODWARD is CHARITABLE. 

We had every reason tobelieve that the 
experiments would be successful,’’ said Mr. 
Woodward thig morning, and we knew that 
if they were they would boom the fall tes.

He said 
that according to his agreement with Pen- 
nington the airship was to be exhibited be- 
fore the Fair began, andafee charged to 
visitors. ‘‘If itis exhibited, and 1 think it 
will de,“ said Mr. Woodward, we will get 
back our money. Weagreed with Mr. Pen- 
nington that nothing should be charged dur- 
ing the Fair. That will show our public spirit 
in the matter.’’ 

PENNINGTON’S CONTRADICTIONS. 

Mr. Woodward’s talk shows him to be a 
very charitable man. It might naturally be 
supposed that he, of all men, would have 
been invited by Pennington to see that fa- 
mous midnight ascension which the show. 
man says he made, but he was not given the 
least hint that it would occur. His con- 
versation shows that while he is ready 
to think the best of Pennington 
and to go all lengths in helping 
him to carry out his promises, his confidence 
is weakening and the filing of the mortgage 
shows, too, the way the wind is blowing. 

Pennington tells a reporter that no admis- 
sion fee to see the airship will be charged. 
Mr. Woodward’s interview shows that he had 
contracted to repay the money he had bor- 
rowed by fees from the curious. 

A PETTY HUMBUG. 

The scientific magazines prove well enough 
that Pennington’s talk about his ‘‘scien- 
tine experiments“ are nonsense. They look 
upon him pretty much as they regard the 
circus canvasmen who go up ina ho-tair 
balloon. The magazines have been filied 
with articles about aerial navigation lately, 
and the writers have ransacked the world for 
material. Arespectable airship would have 
been seized on with eagerness. 
But there is not an allusion 
to Pennington or his aluminum 
balloon .If he were believed to be even sincere 
in his pretensions he would be taken charge 
of by scientists, and would get the money to 
carry on his experiments, but his behavior 
everywhere has been that of a showman 
with a catchpenny device to draw an ignor- 
ant crowd.

“LADY HARRINGTON.” 


Lawrence Algernon Kingsley on 

Trial This Afternoon. 

A motion toquashthe information in the 
case of Mrs..Lawrence Algeron Kingsley was 
filed in the Court of Criminal Correction this 
morning by her attorneys, Rowland & Adams 
and E. W. Bannister. The attractive young 
defendant, who has won so much notoriety 
as Lady Harrington, was in court 
promptiy with her legal advisers, to 
answer the charge of defrauding the 
Southern Hotel of $100 in board and 
lodging. She was quite cheerful 
and smiling, and, as she herself said, was 
confident of winning her case, As to the 
charge of fraud, Mr. Adams claimed the war- 
rant did not state specifically the facts. The 
lady went to. the hotel on July 81, 
and a week Jgater promised to pay her 
board every two weeks, but the manager 
a greed to allow her one month, She did not 
pay anything at the end of three weeks and 
the manager locked her room door and kept 
the key. She visited the hotel twice a day 
for a week after being put out for letters she 
expected from the Hast and, receiving 
none, she discontinued her visits. 
When she became associated with Lord 
Harrington the Southern Hotel manager se- 
cured a warrant for fraud. Mr. Rowland this 
morning styled this as an attempt to use the 
criminal courts to coMecta civil debt, and 
argued that the lady was not guilty of fraud, 
but that she had promised and intended to 
pay her bili, and that if allowed the time first 
given her she would have paid it. 

Mr. Adams in presenting the motion to 
quash said information didnot state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action be- 
cause it did not aver thatthe alleged trick or 
fraud was perpetrated by defendant, because 
it was not specific in its charge, and because 
the warrants did not state that 
the hotel company was * by the rep- 
resentations she made; further, it 
was not stated that 3 re resentations 
she made were false. They also attacked the 
law from a constitutional r al leg - 
ing that the law sought to protect a cer - 
tain class and that it attempted to 
dispense with the proof of criminal intent on 
the part of defendant. 

The Judge did not pass upon the latter 
questions, but said he would overrule the 
motion to quash, as he thought the informa- 
tion alleged sufficient facts to constitute a 
cause of action. 

Messrs. Rowland and Bannister then 
asked that a jury be ordered for the case and 
have ittried this afternoon. The case was 
set for 2 o'clock.

Mr. Phelps managed the negotiations with 
great skill, but at the last moment, after the 
German Government had fully decided to 
have the decree removed on Sept. I. it looked 
as if there would be another delay because of 
the hesitation of some of the mpttiest States. 
Prussia, Baveria and Saxony were ready to 
aed to the removal of the embargo, but two 

the small principalities hesitated and 
threatened to delay au of Mr. Phelps’ work. 
Finally these two hesitating principalities 
were brought into une and the decree was 
signed, which admits American pork into 
every part of Germany.

City Treasurer Foerstel Has a Great 
Scheme. 


HE HAS BEEN PROMISED THE SUPPORT 
OF CAPITALISTS. 


A Market Which Will Cover Twenty Acres 
—The Proposed Arrangement— What It 
Would Do for the City—Maj. Murphy 
Explaine—Board of Public Improve 
ments Meeting. 


City Treasurer Michael J. Foerstel has fora 
year past been taking a very active interest 
in the prospective removal of Union Market, 
and has taken hold of the subject ina very 
practical and business-like manner. He has 
known for a long time that the present Union 
Market is not im size and accommodations 
proportionate tothe city, and has felt that 
better accommodations should be provided. 

Mr. Foerstel gave his views on the subject 
this morning and also gave a general idea of 
what be had done. 

My plan is one which at first looks a little 
visionary, but Iam sure that it can be car- 
ried out. Ihave spoken to a great many of 
the wealthy men of st. Louis, and in every 
case the plan has been indorsed and Offers 
made to put in money in large sums. What 
we want to do is this: Buy about twenty 
blocks of property in a favorabie locality and 
make an immense market square. On one 
side have your retail trade all in a row for a 
distance say of four city blocks. Inthe next 
row have your meat markets, both whole- 
sale and retail. Then in the big open space 
re ng have your general market and 
produce men. In this big space there should 
be no stalls or bulldings. The farmers and 
gardeners could Grive in and range along in 
rows, and at the back of their wagons they 
could set up a counter or table on which to 
display their produce. When the market 
hours were over each evening they could pick 
up their traps and drive away. Then the 
whole square could be thoroughly scrubbed 
down with a hose and brooms and mace into 
a big promenade, which could be weil lighted 
up and made very attractive. 

**] estimate that with a big central market 
we could count on having ve or six hundred 
wagons in every Gay and everybody would 
know just where to go to buy or sell. As itis 
now, the home producers from all of the sur- 
rounding counties don’t know whereto go 
and are here to-day and in another place to- 
morrow. They are scattered along the 
streets and om vacant lots, so that half the 
time you don't know where they are. With 
a central market the hotel men would know 
right where to go for their supplies and the 
housekeepers would have a larger and better 
stock to select from. 

From motives which I need not explain 
extensively we Go not propose to say as yet 
what location we contemplate taking, as the 
announcement would put the prices way out 
of our reach. Ibave several business men, 
however, who are willing to put in $100,000 
each and consider it a good investment. The 
way they expect to get their return is by 
reserving for themselves a strip of property 
around the market which will naturally en 
hance im value after the market is estab- 
lished. To conduct and maintain it a nom- 
inal fee can be charged to all those who 
desire to sell there, and the whole thing 
could be kept in splendid shape at a very 
small ex pense. 

In course of time if the city felt in a 
financial condition to purchase the market it 
could be done at cost price. 

„„The management would be left tothe city, 
as is the case now, and the rules and regula- 
tions be established by ordinance or any 
means which would be found best. 

„ it is, thecity is notin a position. to 
buy a market place in any way equalto the 
necessities of the case. It has not got the 
money and can assume no debts. Sothat it 
decomes the duty of citizens interested in the 
general welfare of thecity tocometo the 
front with the funds. Of course, we do not 
expect capitalists to put their money in and 
get nothing for it. They are entitled to 4 
reasonable return and should get it.

History of the Church—List of the Pastor 
—New Presbyterian Church of the 
Covenant on Grand and 8. Louis 
Avenues. 


Next Sunday, Sept. 6, is to be a great day in 
the history of Trinity M. E. Church, corner of 
Tenth and North Market streets. During the 
summer the congregation have repaired their 
buliding, putting in a yellow pine ceiling, 
new chandeliers, re-frescoed the wall. 
painted and stained the entire outside, be- 
sides making many smaller repairs. It was 


about this time in the year thirty-five years 
| ago that the frst building was dedicated and

pastor of the Niedringhaus Memorial Church, 
will preach at 0:45 o’clock in the morning, 
after which a number of persons will be re- 
celved into the church. At 2:30 p. m., after 
the reading of a short history of the church, 
Rev. Dr. Carradine, pastor of Centenary M. 
E.Church South, will deliver an address. The 
evening service at S o'clock will consist of a 
musical programme and a short address. 
Trinity is the oldest English congregation of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church now in exis- 
tence in St. Louis. Another known as 
Ebenezer was organized in 186, and 
worshiped in a frame building on Washing- 
tom avenue, Detween seventh and eighth 
streets, but it disbanded about the beginning 
of the civil war and most of the 
members united with the present Union 
Church when it was organized in 1861 at 
Eleventh and Locust streets. On the eren 
ing of Jan. 1, 1856, Rev. Nathan Shumate, the 
pastor or Ebenezer Church, preached to six- 
teen persons in the parior of D. H. Mitchell 
at No. 34 Brooklyn street and most of his con- 
gregation decided to become members of the 
new church about to be organized. Ina little 
more than a month afterwards the present 
site was purchased and a small frame build- 
ing was erected upon it, and Rev. Samuel 
Huffman became pastor of the society which 
was formally organized on Nov. 10, 1856. 
Prosperity compelled an enlargement of the 
bullding about five years after its erection, 
and the long. narrow structure became 
famous as Ittle iim. In 1868 the frst 
story of the present bullding was erected, the 
second being added about two years later. 
The list of pastors is a long one. Rev. 8. 
Huffman was appointed in the spring of 1856, 
and served nearly two years, Rev.
